HOTELMEN PLEASED 
WITH OPERATION OF 
ALBERTA, LIQUOR ACT 


Declaring that they are absolutely 
satisfied with the Alberta Liquor Con- 
tro] Act as it now stands, members of 
the Alberta Hotel Association, in an- 
nual convention on Wednesday voted 
down three proposed amendments to 
the Alberta Liquor Control Act. 

The convention then passed a vote 
of confidence im R. J. Dinning, com- 
missioner, of the liquor control board, 
and his staff for the able manner in 
which the act was’ being administered 
throughout the province. 

The four resolutions in brief were: 

“That bottled beer. be sold oni li- 
censed premises for ‘consumption in 
places other than licensed premises. 

“That. the act be amended giving 
hotels the right’ to serve beer with 
meals. ‘ 

“That the ‘present existing - hours 
for the sale of beer by the glass be 
extended.” 

The convention, after a spirited 
discussion, also passed a resolution 
asking the government to endeavor 
to restrict the sale“of “Sterno” or 
canned heat as it is commonly known, 
or as an alternative compel the 
manufacturers to change their formula 
so as to make the stuff unfit for 
human consumption. 

It was declared that the wholesale 
drinking of the juice squeezed from 
canned heat was undermining the 
health of scores of persons addicted 
to the habit, and they believed the 
situation so serious that some gov- 
ernment action should be taken. 

Officers for the coming year were 
elected at the close of the afternoon 
session. Daniel F. Whitney, of Cal- 
gary, was re-elected president, and 
W. J. Conrad, of Medicine Hat, first 
vice-president. The following direc- 
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tors were also elected: Tom Long- 
worth, Edmonton; Bob McDonald.

Representatives from the British 
dominions and colonies. attended and 
saw the fruits, spices and foodstuffs 
from their home lands weighed, meas- 
ured, mixed and finally put to boil for 
20 hours on the huge range of the 
Mansion Howse: kitchen,

turned over to the Earl of Meath, 


founder of the British Empire Day 
movement to Sir Charles Batho, the 
lord mayor of London, for safe keep- 
ing. 

When Christmas approaches, the 
pudding goes in, state to Buckingham 


Palace. However, th King may not 
eat it . He gets as many Christmas 


puddings as presidents of the United 
States get Thanksgiving turkeys. 


One pudding is kept for the palace 
board and the others go to orphan 
homes and other institutions.

School Notes 


Some time ago we gave a brief out- 
line of the nature of the new course 
of studies in the high schools of Al- 
berta. Reference was made to the 
twenty-one units of credit required for 
successful completion of Grade XI. In 
the first year’s work, six subjects are 
compulsory and two optional, so that 
a student who passes im all these, has 
eight credits out of the required 
twenty-one. In Grade X.. there are 
five compulsory units, viz., literature, 
composition, art, history and physics. 
In addition French and algebra are 
offered, seven in all. This year the sec- 
ond half of Grade IX. Latin is also be- 
ing taught in Grade X.,. but some 
change in this policy may be adopted 
in the future. The above outline re- 
fers to the Normal Entrance Course. 
A student who is taking the Matricu- 
lation Course, and who does not intend 
to attend Normal, is not required to 
take art. Agriculture, which is an op- 
tional course in Grade X. is not at 
present taught in this school, but it is 


our intention to offer this as one of the}.. 


optional. courses in future, as we feel 
that it is not only a subject which 
gives considerable interest and enlight- 
enment -to students, but one which is 


particularly «suitable to, the: student |: 


living ‘in a province whose chief. in- 
dustry is agriculture. The student 
who at the end of ‘the second year in 
high school, is successful in obtain- 
ing at least fourteen credits (units) 
has a very good chance of completing 
the twenty-one units, the following 
year. Parents shculd enquire into the 
present standing of their boy or girl 
and satisfy themselves that the stud- 
ent is doing as much as he should. 


It is a regrettable fact that a ‘num- 
ber of the boys attending school, both 
public and high, have become too} 
familiar with the habit of smoking 
cigarettes. We make no apslogy for 
offering our deep disapproval of this 
habit. The boy (or girl, should such 
there be) who uses tobacco, particu- 
larly in this form, cannot possibly do 
his best work either physically or 
mentally. He is cutting down his 
chances of success. We should like 
to state our attitude regarding such 
student. It is this: We shall use our 
personal influence to discourage these 
students from using cigarettes, ex- 
plaining the adverse influence upon 
their school work, and assist them to 
overcome the habit, should they de- 
cide to do so. Should they, however, 
refuse to improve their own chances, 
and thereby require extra effort and 
energy on the part of the teachers, we 
feel that instead of devoting special 
attention on their behalf, we would 
be justified in giving this time and en- 
ergy to those students who are making 
a determined and honest effort to fit 
their body and mind for more efficient 
work, We can not too strongly ad- 
vise those parents concerned to use 
every means in their power to help 
he boy overcome this serious habit,
